Alvord’s First Citizen Is 
Fatally Injured On 
Main Street 


Jim B. Thomas, the hest known citi­ 
zen of Alvord, died in the Rogers 
hospital here Tuesday night shortly 
after ten o'clock as a result of being 
run down by a truck on the main 
street in the town of Alvord Monday 
morning. 
Mr. Thomas' chest and loft 
side 
were 
badly 
crushed 
by the 
wheels of the truck and a frightful 
laceration was made on his chin and 
neck. 
lie was brought to the Rogers 
hospital in the Ryan ambulance, ac­ 
companied by a physician and Mr. 
Rya n. 
It is said that Mr. Thomas and a 
farm er friend. Mr. J ml Medley, were 
standing 
near 
the 
curbing ut 
the 
American filling station, immediately 
behind the 
truck, and Thomas was 
examining a sample of cotton, given 
him by Medley, when the tru c k d riv ­ 
er, Lancaster, climbed in the machine 
and started to drive off. 
The truck 
lurched backward, 
knocking Thomas 
and Medley 
down. 
Thomas fell im­ 
mediately in front of the rear wheel, 
but Medley, as he fell, rolled clear 
of the truck. 
Medley yelled at the 
driver as the wheel passed over Mr. 
Thom as’ chest, and, as the driver en­ 
deavored to sto;> the truck, it moved 
forward, running over Mr. Thomas, 
prostrate on the ground, again. 
A 
num ber of ribs were crushed and his 
lungs punctured. 
lit* was barely con­ 
scious when brought to the hospital 
here. 
Iii the tragic passing of Jim B. 
Thomas, th© county loses one of its 
well known citizens, a man, whose 
activities, commercial 
and 
political, 
made him the hest known of Alvord's 
citizens. 
F o r more 
than 
forty-five 
years he had been active in tin* a f­ 
fairs 
of the town and 
community. 
S tarting as a clerk in a store in Al­ 
vord, 
by energy and industry, Mr. 
Thom as became one of th at section's 
most prosperous business men, aud 
for many years he wedded a power 
and 
influence 
thruout 
the 
Alvord 
country. 
He 
retired from 
business 
during the first of the present year, 
having met a number of reverses in 
his affairs, brought on by short crops 
and the depression, and for several 
months he had been engaged in tra d ­ 
ing. 
Surviving Mr. Thomas are his wife, 
two children, aged mother, and three 
brothers, one sister. 
Funeral services were conducted I? 
Alvord this 
(T hursday) 
with inter­ 
ment in the cemetery there. 
A l-^-ge 
number of friends of Mr. Thomas in 
D ecatur, where he was well known, 
attended J he services.

prisoner on their Texas farm, and 
the twin cities defendants were ac­ 
cused as “monev changers” wh > at­ 
tempted to dispose of a p art of the 
ransom money.

Shannons to Receive 
Sentence Saturday 


(continued from page one.) 


D istrict Attorney Herbert Hyde had 
requested a direct verdict of acquit­ 
tal for Krollick and Kozberg in his 
final argument. 
The verdict came at 10:10 a. rn., 
just five minutes after formal open­ 
ing of court. 
R. B. Cobbs, of El Reno, Okla., 
foreman, said Hie verdict was reach­ 
ed after less than an hour of actual 
deliberation, and that the jury held 
the report overnight only because of 
lear the court mignt feel there had 
not been sufficient deliberation for a 
case of such importance. 
Judge 
Vaught held the court in 
session for a few minutes while at­ 
torneys for Bailey, the Shannons and 
the two from Minnesota who were 
convicted, announced that they would 
have motions for new trials. 
The 
judge granted 
three days for this 
formality. 
.“This is a real b.ow at kidnaping, 
and I believe the verdict will justify 
the labors of ^congress in enacting an 
adequate 
kidnaping 
and 
conspiracy 
law,” said Herbert K. Hyde, jubilant 
young prosecutor of the ease. 
Joseph B. Keenan, assistant U. S. 
attorney general, who assisted in the 
prosecution, declared “this is just a 
skirmish". 
“We are going right down the line 
until we get every gangster and rack­ 
eteer in the United Mates. 
This new 
law has proved a powerful weapon 
and we are prepared to use it to the 
finish. 
Keenan and Hyde were too excited 
for much comment. 
“It means that the government is 
on top in this fight and we are ready 
to shoot the works,” declared the 32- 
year-old Oklahoma prosecutor. 
Keenan said he would leave today 
for Detroit, where 
Mbnday he will 
join tlje United States senate commit­ 
tee investigating crime conditions. 
A wide variety of emotions played 
across the faces of the ten defendants 
as each name was singled out and 
called by the court clerk. 
9 Harvey Bailey's lips set in a thin 
line, but he showed no other surface 
feeling.

federal tower, he had no comment to 
make.
